A tJENEIUb STRIKE UROED. 
Meetings are being hehl to-night by 
every trades' union organization in Lon- 
don and different working societies for 
the purpose of taking action upon a 
circular iasueil by I he dock laborer's 
committee, in which they urge all work- 
ingmen to go on strike on Monday un- 
less the dock companies yield to the de- 
mand of their striking employes. The 
importance of the decisions to be 
reached can scarcely be over-estimated. 
If a general strike is inaugurated on 
Monday, as is contemplated by the 
circular, it is difficult to see liow 
riot and bloodshed can bo averted. The 
leaders in many of the uyirkineu's or- 
ganizations arc pronounced socialists, 
and these have never made a secret of 
their convictions that tint ultimate tri- 
umph of their cause can only come 
through violence and revolution. The 
present seems to be their opportunity, 
ami if they can persuade the million 
toilers of the metropolis to lay down 
their tools on Monday, it is certain that 
in leas than a week t hereafter the streets 
of London will behold 

SCENES OF TURBULENCE 
such as no living Englishman has 
ever seen. What uiMh to the 
difficulties of the situation is 
the fact that the rank and filo of 
London's police force are heartily in 
sympathy with the present strike, and 
would without a doubt sympathize with 
the participants of a general strike 
should it bo decided upon. They sub- 
scribed liberally to the strikers' relief 
fund, ami when oil' duty their criticisms 
upon theconduct of the employers leave 
no one to doubt on which side of the 
conflict they would prefer to light. In 
the event of the slightest trouble, there- 
fore, the authorities would he compelled 
to rely upon troops whose rifles and bay- 
onets would do bloody work in a 
crowded London street.

In Canada neither .Sir John Macdonald 
nor Mr. Blake lives in the counties they 
have heeit elected to represent. In 
France a dozen departments contended 
for I he privilege of having Boulangor to 
represent them in the Chamber of 
Deputies. Constituencies in no coun- 
try are so narrow and so sectional as to 
tie themselves down to residential re- 
presentation. 

There is ono little factor in this ques- 
tion which our contemporary, Liberal 
though it culls itself, quite ovorlooks, 
and that is, the will of the people. 
People who arc really free and who want 
to remain free will not consent to be 
restricted in the eh oco of representa- 
tives. When a constituency sees a man 
whom the majority of those that com- 
pose it desire to represent them hi the 
popular branch of the Legislature, they 
will int permit any man or any body of 
men to prevent them choosing him. 
This is why the property qualification 
has been abolished iu Great Britain, 
Canada and elsewhere. It has been 
found that the possession of houses, and 
lands and ready money does not give a 
man brains, or knowledge, or energy, 
or public spirit, or patriotism — all of 
them essential qualifications of a repre- 
sentative of the people; so they abol- 
ished the property qualification, in or- 
dor that they might bo in a position to 
avail themselves of the services of the 
best man, whether lie was a man of 
property, or whether he was as poor as 
the proverbial church mouse. In the 
same way they refuse to bo ham 
perod by the residence qualifica- 
tion which the Liberal Times would 
fain set up. They know well that prop 
erly qualified men cannot he raised to 
order in a district, neither are the)' to be 
found at every roadside. Free and in- 
dependent electors want to get the men 
they like bust, and they will not siill'ei 
any clique of small-minded politician:, 
to dictate to them where they must go 
to find him: They want to have the 
choice of all the good men of the coun- 
try, and who is to say them nay '! 

We are surprised that our contem- 
porary, in order to gain what it con 
siders a temporary and a local advan- 
tage, would think of setting up a re- 
strictive rule which, perhaps, the day 
after to-morrow it would, if it dare, re- 
pudiate. 

The Hiife rule, and the really liberal 
rule, is to leave tho people of tho elec- 
toral district or county perfectly free to 
choose their representative. No good 
can come of hampering them in any 
way. When it was proposed to abolish 
the property qualification the narrow- 
minded politicians, and the politicians 
who distrusted the people, stood aghast. 
They prophesied that when onco needy 
men were allowed to enter Parliament 
that body would be filled with adven- 
turers, ami its character would be no 
greatly lowered that it would become 
an object of contempt Legislation too, 
they predicted, would be such as would 
make property insecure, and good 
■less knows what else Would 
happen. Well, the property qualifi- 
cation was abolished and matters in 
Parliament went on protty much in the 
old way. None of thu evils that wore 
apprehended afflicted tlie country. Jn 
the same way the evils which the Times 
conjures up hh the consequence of non- 
residential representation are altogether 
imaginary. The legion of "dummies" 
with which, according to it, the Legis- 
lative Assembly will he Idled if the pre- 
sent system is allowed to continue, is a 
mere scarecrow dressed xp to frighten 
simple-minded people. Nonresident 
representatives are not generally "dum- 
mies." They are nearly always men of 
mark, who arc selected on account of 
their capacity, It is the man who has 
no other claim to bu elected than that

One of our San Francisco contempor- 
aries says: "If the seizure of Bcnlers 
continues the Victoria people who have 
indulged in such spasms of wrath ovor 
every arrival from the Behring Sea will 
have to become philosophical." The 
people of Victoria are not iu tho habit 
of "indulging" in spasms of wrath. 
They leave that mode of indulgence to 
the men who threaten to depopulate the 
whole of the Dominion of Canada if 
Canadians do not unmurmuriugly sub- 
init to be robbed by the Behring Sea 
marauders. The people of Victoria look 
upon these Bearing's Sea outrages much 
more calmly and dispassionately than 
might be expected. They know, in 
the first place, that tho seizure of their 
\ cssels is not approved of by the great 
muss of the people of the United States. 
They see the newspapers which faith- 
fully repiesent intelligent and inde- 
pendent public opinion in tho United 
States denouncing these seizures and 
repudiating the claim under which they 
aro made as earnestly and as emphati- 
cally as they do themselves. They 
therefore believe that though the claim 
of exclusive jurisdiction is preferred an 
enforced by a few politicians who ai 
nfluencod by tho Alaska Commercial 
Company, the American people, wit 
they have the opportunity to make their 
wishes known, will insist upon a settle- 
ment being made, and will take mens 
urea to have justice done to those who 
have been injured. 

Victorians want nothing more than 
an amicable and equitable settlement of 
the Beliring's Sea dispute. They look 
upon those who talk of war arising out 
of this dispute as the most reckless and 
the most unreflecting of men. T 
know that a war between Great Britain 
and the United States on such an issue 
would not only be a great misfortune to 
both nations, but a disgrace to human 
ity. They are convinced that one 
month's active hostilities between th 
two nations would destroy more pro 
porty and wealth of every description 
than could be taken from the seas that 
wash tho whole continent in a century 
The Victorians who think can imagine 
of no dispute of sufficient importance tc 
cause a war between these two grea 
nations. But they do believe that it is 
a disgrace to them both that this fishery 
dispute has not been settled long ago. 
\\ r hen so grave and so irritating a dispute 
as that which arose out of the injury 
done to American shipping by the Ala- 
bama could be quietly and, on the 
whole, satisfactorily settled by arbitra- 
tion, Victorians cannot see why the 
claim to jurisdiction over the waters of 
llehring's Sea by the United States can- 
not be adjusted by a similar tribunal. 
As far as they are concerned they are 
willing to abide by the decision of a 
competent and impartial tribunal. But 
they most earnestly desire to see the 
matter settled once for all. If the 
Americans have a right to the, sea and 
to all the seals and fish that swim in its 
raters they have no desire to encroach 
upon their right. But if it is decided 
that the sea is the common property of 
all nations, they want to have a fair 
show. 

It is a mistake to suppose that 
the inhabitants of Victoria or of any 
part of British Columbia would willing- 
ly aid in the extermination of the fur 
seal. They believe that measures should 
be taken to protect and preserve that 
valuable creature. They would will- 
ingly submit to any regulations that 
might be made to ellect that purpose. 

Victorians believe that the only rea- 
ion why the American Government 
does not submit its claim of exclusive 
jurisdiction over the waters of Beliring's 
Sea to arbitration is that it is conscious 
of its groundlessness. They are conse- 
quently indignant at seeing the vessels 
seized on the high seas and the seal 
hunters forcibly deprived of the 
fruits of their toil. Is it any wonder 
that they are indignant '! If the Amcri- [ 
■alls were treated in the same way by 
■Ireat Britain or tiny other nation under 
I hesun theiranger would knowno bounds. 
Che whole continent would ring with 
their protests and their threats. Their 
wrath would not come in "spasms ;" it 
would be both continuous and violent. 
I'he man or the journal that would ven- 
ture to sneer at them might count upon

What right has the Times to dictate 
the electors of Lillooet respecting 
the choice of a representative? It is a 
non-resident newspaper, and has no 
business to be putting in its oar.

THE CHEAT ST HIKE. 

The dock laborers strike in London 
ins assumed proportions that are truly 
formidable. Both laborers and employ- 
irs seem determined to hold out, ami the 
nisohiof resulting from the refusal of the 
laborers to work is almost incalculable. 
Very few who are not oil the spot can 
inilerstaml what a complete stoppage of 
abor on the London docks means. The 
loinand of the men at this distance does 
not seem unreasonable. They have 
hitherto been getting live pence or ten 
:ents an hour. They are not regularly 
imployod. Sometimes there is more 
,vork than they can do, but there are 
ithcr times when they cannot got u full 
lay's work. Although London is a cheap 
l>laco to live iu anil the dock lab- 
orer's standard of comfort is not 
very high, the men have not been able 
to earn what even they consider com- 
fortable livelihood. Their present do- 
inand is sixpence an hour, or twelve 
cents, and when that was refused they 
struck work. One dollar and twenty 
cuts for ten hours hard work does not 
seem to us on this side of the Atlantic 
very high pay. lint the dock compan- 
ies declare it is more than they can af-

is, if true, strange indeed. The men left 
i about four weeks ago in the sehoon- 
loso Sparks, to work on I he wreck 
of the Ventura, which wenl ashore 80II1U 
mouths ago near Point Sur, a distanced 
ibout twenty six miles below Monter- 
ey. They put into Monterey to got u 
supply of powder, and while anchored 
in tho buy the discovery Was accidental- 
ly made that they were just over I ho 
ek of SOmO vessel. Baker anil Roach 
loniied their diving suits, and woro at 
first little gratified at their discovery, 
there being hut little, loft of the vossol 
to oxploie. 

Thoy kept digging away at tho re- 
mains, however, and soon had tho satis- 
faction of seeing considerable copper 

anil iron piled upon thedeck of t he Rose 
Sparks.

PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 

Text of the Queen's Speech No Reference 
to the Boliring'8 Sea. 

London, Aug. 30. No unusual fea- 
ture was worked into (he prorogation of 
Parliament to-day. The Queen 8 speech 
was read in the House of Lords. Her 
Majesty said: 

"My Lords, it is with much satis- 
faction I release you from your labors 
ef a protracted session. My il- 
lations with other powers tire 
most cordial, und since the begin 
nillg of the session nothing lias 
happened to diminish my conlidont ex- 
pectation that the peace of Kurnpe will 
remain unbroken. The only exception 
to the tranquil course of events has been 
a partial attempt of the Mulldi's forces 
lo invade the southern frontier of 

Egypt. 

The conference held at Berlin has 
agreed upon a convention for the regula- 
tion of tho Government of the Samotui 
Islands. The instrument has been re- 
ported by me and the German emperor, 
and now awaits the assent of tin- Ameri- 
can Senate. 

At my suggestion, the King of Bel- 
gium has consented to summon a confer- 
ence of Europeans at Brussels, to con- 
sider tho slave trade by land and sea, 
and deliberate upon measures for arrest- 
ing or mit igating its evils. 

I have come to an agreement with 
the French, whereby controversies re- 
specting the boundaries of our respec- 
tive possessions on the wost const of 
Africa have been adjusted. 

I lontlotllOII of the House of Con m ions : 
I gladly acknowledge the care mid lib- 
oral ity with which you I i.i \ 
for the wants of the public E 

My Lords and Gentlemen : The mea- 
sures you have taken with no sparing 
hand to strengthen the naval defences 
will enable my subjects lo pursue indus- 
try and enterprise in more complete se- 
curity, ami I assent to them with much 

pleasure. 

Her Majesty refers to the bill bring- 
ing thu less prosperous portions of Ire- 
land Into rapid communication with tho 
principal markets of tho United King- 
dom, by means of a systematic exten- 
sion of railways. This provision w ill 
'.•online the increasing agricultural and 
comiuorciiil well being, which has ac- 
companied the gradual .suppression of 
disorder in Ireland.

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FIRE AT TACOMA. 

The Denver Work Destroyed on Thursday, 
boss About 81)5,000. 

Tacoma, Aug. 20.— Another lire, oven 
moro serious than that of a month since, 
broke out at ten o'clock this morning at 
1,118 Railroad St., in Johnson & Roberts' 
paint shop. One of the painters was 
boiling glue iu a pot in the rear of the 
building, under the board walk on C 
street, when the pot capsized, igniting 
the glue, which iu turn set lire to tho 
building. Before any alarm could he 
given the entire side of the building 
was in flames. The structure, which 
was owned by Dr. Dodge, and known ns 
the Denver block, was built of the most 
iuflummablo material, and before tho 
firemen could respond to the alarm tho 
Haines hud spread to the adjoining 
buildings. It was fully half an hour 
before the engines arrived, hut it was 
through no fault of the firemen, as the 
horses were out being exorcised, and 
after thoy were hitched to the engine 
Homo trouble was experienced in getting 
them started. However, after arrival 
on the scene, the engines rendered in- 
valuable service. The streams from the 
engines only did efficient service, the 
plug streams having no force whatever, 
and the buildings were entirely de- 
stroyed.
